It is still capable of drawing the recalcitrant and care- 
less Jew away from hie material pre-occupations to his religious 
duty, to bring him back again and again, year by year, from 
the tendency to stray away altogether from the sanctuary of 
his God and the house of his people. This capacity of reinstating 
- gomething of Jewish spirit in the Jew, of reclaiming bim again and 
again, attaches peculiarly to the Day of Atonement. Why, there is 
no practical use in enquiring. It may be mere sentiment. It may 
be mere legend. It may even be accounted for by a vein of sheer 
superstition. It may be an utterly inconsistent observance with 
the vast majority of Jews, inexplicable by anything that could appeal 
to reason and ununderstandable by those who look only to reason. 
But reason is not the whole of Life. Human striving and human 
endeavour are not motiyed solely by it. And if this be so in all 
activities of men and women, is it remarkable that in matters of 
religion other forces play their great and sometimes overwhelming 
part? Suffice it that Kippur exercises the influence it does upon the 
life of all Jews who elect to abide within the community, and that 
its influence is, on the whole, immeasurably for good. When the 
long day’s vigil has passed, and the drastic ritual is ended, 
even those who have paid but lip-serviee to its ordinances 
and who have but conventionally performed its allotted practice, 


go out again into the complexities and the troubles and the — 


sorrows and the anxieties of the world strengthened in soul, their 
Jewish spirit, however feebly, yet rekindled. For they have been 
brought nearer to God, nearer to their people, nearer to their faith, 
and nearer to Judaism. If it be but for that day the effect of the 
- eontact is not ended with the day. It carries them along on the flood 
of their world-sea, and takesithem safely over its uncharted depths. 
Jt is this power of the Day of Atonement .to impress in this way 
even the least observant of the children of Israel, that has secured 
for it the place it occupies in the Jewish ritual. This it is which 
assigne to if ati. importance that, as years go by, if here 
- fiiminished and there lessened; is still maintained, and marks the 
Day of Atonement as the day of days in the Jewish calendar, 


Italy and Greece. 


THE difficulty that had arisen between Italy and Greece in 
consequence of the atrocious murder of an Italian official on, ag 
alleged, Greek territory, seems now in a fair way to settlement. At 5; 
the moment of writing Italy is still in possession of Corfu, the seizure 
of which was surely a flagrant breach of International law. But it 
is expected that Mr. Mussouin: will now give to the Ambassadors’ 
Conference, through whom the adjustment of the dispute has been | 
made, a definite statement of the date upon which the evacuation of 
the island will be undertaken. It would, we are convinced, have. 
sided to the credit and dignity of Italy if such an announcement in 
clear terme had been made some days ago. That would have 
prevented sinister talk concerning her real intentions and suspicion . 
as to her true motives. She ie further engaged in an unfortunate 
quarrel with Jugo-Slavia, but happily, although it cannot be said 
that al] danger of conflict in that direction has passed, there 
seems a fair prospect of the differences between the States 
becoming peacefully adjusted. In certain quarters the incident 


between Italy and Greece has almost been welcomed, because 


if is thought to have proved the. impotency of the League 
of Nations. Italy's attitude towards the League has been | 
applauded because it was regarded as defiant and recalcitrant, 
treating the League as of no account in international differences 
where a great Power ie concerned. But this is to take a strangely 
perverse view of the actual situation. It would seem as if some 
people thought that whenever a dispute arose between two countries 
the League would take both by the ears, or sqme other vulnerable 
part, and, like with a couple of naughty schoolboys, would refuse to 
release them till they had ‘shaken up” and made friends.’ And 


because the League did nothing of the sort with Italy and Greece, 


these people jeer at it and deride it. They fail to understand or 
appreciate the moral influence the League has exercised even 
in thie present trouble. It is almost certain that but for the 
League expressing in itself the universal desire that there 
shall not be a recurrence of war, there would have been recourse 
to arms between the two countries. It is difficult indeed to | 
exaggerate the advantage in the direction of peace of the existence 
of a body like the League, in which, as in the case of Italy and 
Greece, are comprised representatives of the countries concerned in 

a ‘dispute, ‘able to confer with one another without recourse to the 
diplomatic restraint that prevails between Ambassadors and Foreign 
Ministers, and with the advantage of easy discussion with others 
not immediately involved in the questions at issue. If such an 
instrument had been in existence in 1914, it is easy now 
to see that the fatal history of that year might have 
been different, or that probably there would have been no war. 
Thus, far from proving the incapacity of the League, the dispute 
between Italy and Greece has shown its value, and will, we hope, 
induce for it a wider and ever wider popular support. The 
League has no better friends the world over than Jews, who see in if 


the surest guarantee against headstrong and hasty action on the 


part of any Nation that is most likely to result in war. We cannof, 
in this connection, forbear from recalling how that sapient body, the 
League of British Jews, in shortsighted folly it is difficult adequately 
to characterise, succeeded in preventing the formation of a Jewish 
League of Nations Union in this country. Why these “ British” 


Jews should he afraid of the identity of Jews with Peace passes 
all understanding. 


The Board’s Appeal. 


THE President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Mr. ARTHUR 
STIEBEL, issues in our columne this week the annual appeal for 
funds whereby the Board can carry on its good work. It is our 
pleasurable duty again to commend the appeal to our readers and 
urge them to respond to it as quickly and as liberally as they are 
able. Because, as we have pointed out so many times, the Board stands 
not alone between the Jewish poor of the Metropolis and all the agony | 
of their poverty, but also between the community and the tacit under- — 
standing by which itis virtually bound to support its own poor and nof 


leave them as a burden to the public. We know there are some who > 


deny the obligation. With perfect logic they argue that Jews are as 
entitled as any other citizens to Poor Law Relief, and that it is an 
unfair tas to place upon the community to expect it to 
take upon itself the upkeep of fellow Jews who are unable io be 
self-supporting, and at the same time to pay rates precisely 
as @o non-Jews, whose poor are looked after by the Siate. . 
But in this case sentiment cannot be ignored. And there 
can be little doubt that grave discredit would rest upon 
the community if the work of the Board were greatly pre- 


- fudiced for lack of funde, or if it were to cease entirely, That 


has been an axiom with all Jewish communities of any importance 


gt all times and in all countries. We may be sure that it would 
not have been so generally accepted, were there not good ground 


for it. That, however, is perhaps a somewhat low, or at least material, . 
view to take ofthe call which the Board makes to us. If the community 
by refusing support to this great charity would be certain to bring 
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discredit upon itself in the eyes of its fellow-citizens, its moral 
discredit among Jews would be even greater. Because. it would 
mean an ignorinrgof one of the finest qualities that has 
throughout the 4 distinguished the Jew, that of never turning 
from his own flesh or refusing to aid his own kith and kin. For the 
Community to allow the Board to starve, for it to pauperise the 
organisation devised for preventiug pauperisation, were unthinkable, 
and, happily, no such question arises. Still, it is necessary to bring to 
mind the importance of the Board to the Community, so that it 
ghall the more readily be seen how necessary it is that the Board 
shall be enabled to function fully and freely, doing the fine work to 
which it is devoted without the constant clog and harassment of 
financial shortage and cumbersome debt. That the Board is 
‘administered with care and consideration, with economy consistent 
with the purposes for which it is instituted, need not be said at this 
time of day. It would not have secured the placeit has in the respect 
and affection of the community if it had been in any way lacking in 
this regard. Far more to the point is the question we have often 


raised in these columns, as to whether the Board is not failing in its , 


methods of gathering in the funds necessary for carrying on its 


great purposes. We are sure that in its position in the community | 


it would have done a great act for itself, as well as for every 
other communal charity, had it taken the lead in a scheme of 
amalgamation such as has been so remarkably successful in the 
United States and has been attended with such excellent 
results in Birmingham. We mention this again, because we think 
it cannot be mentioned too often and should not be lost sight of. 
But for the moment Mr. ST1rBEt's appealing words ought to suffice 
to open the hearts and the purses of our fellow-Jews throughout 
London, at least sufficiently to secure the financial relief that is 
urgent. Those who turn a deaf ear to Mr. STIEBEL’S words, with 


their pointed and succinct catalogue of the splendid achievements © 


of the Board during the year, will turn, too, their backs upon them- 
selves as Jews and prove themselves untrue to the best of Jewish 
ideas. That is not an attitude any of us could contemplate with 


anything like satisfaction; and the only alternative is to send our 


donations to the Board speedily to the utmost extent of our means, 


Spital Square Synagogue. 
AX unfortunate dispute that has broken out in the Congregation 
of this Synagogue is now before the Law Courts.

we of course cannot express any opinion concerning the merits or 
demerits of the quarrel.

The Judge before whom the matter came in an initial 
stage some weeks ago, in the remarks he made anent the scandalous 
nature of the action taken by one—or was it by both ?—of the 
parties to the dispute, gave some intimation of his own view as to such 
a case being tried at the public Law Courts. We suppose it is too 


these days of reconciliation will turn the enmities that have arisen 
at Spital Square into friendships, and that the differences may be 
composed without recourse to anything save good feeling and 
kindly sense. But if this cannot be, we do urge that the matter 
should be withdrawn from the Law Courts and submitted to the 
Beth Din. To this, both parties to the dispute ought to agree if they 
beth feel they are in the right, and both ought to see their clear 
duty in this direction for the sake of the community at large.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The Jewish Life. 
By MeNror. 


T least in theory, the beginning days of Tishri are devoted 
A by Jews to religious contemplation. It is to be feared 
: that in this case, as in so many others, theory and practice 

can hardly be said to be close bed-fellows, Not that the 
particular kind of topic conventionally regarded as meet for the 
days of the calendar through which we are passing is not urgent. 
On the contrary, there is none more urgent for Jews, and none which 
can yield such abundant food for thought. So fertile is it in this 
direction, that to assign if exclusively to a few days of the year were 


absurd. Be that as it may, it is next to impossible to believe that . 


these days do not induce in some of us—it is to be hoped 
in most of us—thoughts as to our religious future. To contend that 


all Judaism is religion is to advance a proposition entirely untenable | 


in reason. If the Jew were to be measured only by the sheer 
religious, say the Synagogue, standard, it would be a poor look-out 
for several Jewish Communities, and not the least for Anglo- 
Jewry. There are these who reduce Judaism and all concerning 
it to belief in One God. Here they say is the differentiation 
between Jew and non-Jew—the Jew believes in One God, 
the non-Jew believes otherwise. But that statement is not 
frue even of Christians, whose creed actually and definitely 
proclaims belief in One God.- Mohammedans believe in One God 
and acclaim Mohammed as His Prophet. Mere belief, too, has never 
been favonred by Jews. Maimonides was widely blamed for 
formulating the thirteen Articles of Jewish Faith. A distinguished 
modern Minister has written a book, the essential message of 
which is that Jewish Creed to be held effectually must be 
translated and interpreted as Jewish Life. How stands it then 
with Jewish Life at this moment? Is it being lived more, or is it 
being lived less, generally? For in Jewish Life in all its complex 
elements is to be marked the true differentiation between Jew and 
non-Jew. Given the Jewish Life, and Jewish religion is secure. 
Given the Jewish Life, and Jewish belief is safe-guarded, and so is 
Judaism itself from whatever aspect we may regard it. And since 
the basic motive upon which Jewish life depends is that sentiment 


in the Jew which is known as Jewish consciousness, its prevalence 


or its absence will indicate unerringly the progress or otherwise of 
Judaism, whether it be looked at from the religious or from any other 
point of view. 


Now, it will be asked, who will deny that in Anglo-Jewry there 
has been a vast renaissance of Jewish Consciousness during 
recent years? Qn all hands it manifests.itself. The demand for 
Jewish education isa sign that cannot be doubted, and there has been 
such a demand—of that there is no gainsaying. The constant 
increase in the building of Synagogues, and even the call 
for extra Synagogue accomodation during these present Holy 
Days are some indication in the same diveetion ;- while Zionism and 
Jewish Nationalism are the yery children of the feeling to which I 
refer. Could there have been the increase that has occurred 
in Jewish institutions, political, social, educational—what you will— 
in this country, unless there had been a corresponding increase in 


_ Jewish consciousness? It is unreagonable then, it will be argued, to 


despair of the Jewish future of a community:that thus shows its 


_ desire more and more, in all its component parts, toidentify itself with 
Jews and Judaism. There has been much in connection with the 


Jewish War Memorial to which anything like general appreval 
could not be looked for. But it must be admitted that its 
effort in the direction of Jewish education has been admirable. It 
has brought satisfaction to a craving throughout the community 
dictated by the sentiment of Jewish consciousness. Sir Robert 
Waley Coben and his friends must have secured for themselves a 
prominent niche in the thankfulness of Anglo-Jewry for ‘the 


encouragement they have supplied to Jewish youth to drink at the 


fount of Jewish knowledge. An even more striking proof of 
the resurgence of Jewish consciousness and the thirst for a 
Jewish life ig to be noted, it will be claimed—and with reeson 
—in the gathering of the Preachers’ Conference. About that 
assembly there is a good deal to be said that has not yet been 
heard, and J may later on draw attention to its importance and 
the vital nature of some of its implications. But, for the moment, 
it is sufficient to..reeall the fact that the Conference was held 
obviously because Preachers felt the need for responding, as a body, 
to the sentiment they are not slow to observe manifesting itself 
in the community. If the community were not evincing a desire 
more and more.to lead a Jewish life in the English environmentin 
which it.is placed, there would haye beenlittle upon which Ministers 
would haye felt themselves called upon to.confer. To besure.tha 
Preachers—or most of them—regarded their purpose differently. 
But, as Kipling says, that is another story. A few moments’ careful 


thought will show that, however unconsciously, the Preachers did 

actually respond to the Jewish consciousness that is distinctly 

growing in Anglo-Jewry. 
* * 

There are other indications. The Jewish Summer Schools form 
one, the Young Israel Societies form another. Doubtless it was all 
of these things, and perhaps many others I have not mentioned, that 
induced Dayan Lazarus, when speaking what was reported of him 
in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, to take the hopeful. view of the 
future he did. Far be it from me to desire to discourage this 
optimism or to cast anything like a dampened blanket over 
enthusiasm nourished in so good a cause. But at this solemn period 
of the year at least, it is as well to look at the facts of the Jewish 
situation. Let us then ask ourselves: What do all the indications 
of a growing Jewish consciousness amount to? Taking them allin 
all, are they not but asa drop in the ocean? Jewish educational 
revival—and thousands of Jewish children in every large Jewish 


centre in this country left utterly devoid of any sort of # 


instruction essential for their equipment as Jews! Jewish 
institutions—and a constant and marked disposition on 
the part of Jews to shuffle off their communal responsi- 
bilities, leaving their charitable organisations starving for 
lack of support and bankrupt for lack of funds! Synagogue build- 


-ing—and the growing indifference of the Jew to mould his life,in 


conformity with the dictates and the demands of the Synagogue, 


- which in other words means the dictates and demands of our faith ! 


Zionism and Jewish Nationalism-—-and the state of affairs as they 
exist in Palestine, almost wholly traceable to the paucity of true 
Jewish spirit in the Jews of to-day! So I might go on examining 
the catalogue of light-gleams that are observable, and against them 
in fair estimate would have to be set vast impenetrable clouds of 
thick darkness. Here and there a dash of hope, but everywhere 
else a deep mark ofhopelessness. To be sure, that has to be said 
of Jewry in general; but it has to be said of Anglo-Jewry, where 


the signs multiply and increase of that drift fromthe Jewish Life © 


by those who comprise it, which surely betokens a constantly 


growing absence of Jewish consciousness,

What is the truth, then, of the seeming paratlox? Is Anglo. 


Judaism, then, despite all indications to the contrary, really played 
out? Are we witnessing its dissolution, if not in the beginning 


then-in the early stages? Have we to make up our minds that in 
comparatively a few years Judaism will have died out in England—

as it has in many another country, as, for instance, in parts of 
France and Denmark? And when I say Judaism, I[ refer not 
merely to Religion, Faith, Belief, but ‘to the Jewish Life and all 
that constitutes it. Have we nothing to which to look forward 
than Jewish assimilation and Jewish drift going on apace, a 
voritable down-hill slide of Anglo Judaism to the utter gloom 
of things that once were and are no longer? . The signs of 
Jewish renaissance that I have noted forbid such a conclusion. 
The aspect presented by them appears to point to the fact that if 
Judaism is to be saved in England, as elsewhere, it will not be by 
the bulk of its adherents. For the indications ofits survival pro 
ceed not from the mass of Jewry—there we see no very 
hopeful signs. And soit comes to this, that as we contemplate the 
future in these early days of Tishri, the conclusion is borne ia 
upon us, as year by year it has been with cumulative force, that 
to Jewish consciousness, to the Jewish Life, must Judaism look for 
its continued existence—that those Jews who Jewish” Joewa 
are our strength, and those Jews who are Jaws but with reserva. 
tions are our weakness. It is no new doctrine. I myself have 
insisted upon it times without number. But as we approach 


the day in the Jewish calendar, which above all others is — 


at once a call to and a test of Jewish consciousness, it were wall 
that the lesson, in perennial fashion if you will, should be repeated. 
For above all things this first Jewish month is dedicated with its days

The President's Appeal. 


From Mr. ARTHUR STIEBEL (Presideni). 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§1R,—Once more I ask the hospitality of your columns for the annual 
appeal of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 

Our solemn Fast will be here in a few days, and each ono of us will 
be listening to the words of Isaiah, and will be asking himself, “ Have I 
dealt out food to the hungry? Have J brought the poor that are cast out 
to my house? Have I covered the naked ?” Ss : 

I will tell you what the community has done by the hand of its 
servant the Board. It has relieved 2,200 families, in 4]4 cases granting 
fixed weekly allowances. It has sent some 110 children to the country 
or the seaside for prolonged convalescent treatment. It has sent 672 
adults to its Convalescent Home at Walton-on-the-Naze. It has under 
ite charge 303 apprenticed boys and girls. It has 75 old men and women 
in its almshouseg, and it has ten boys in its Samuel and Myer Home, In 
addition, in the past year we made loans for over £27,000, we did our 
emigration work, and our after-care work. J venture to think that in 
what we are doing to-day we are worthily carrying out the great Jewish 
tradition for charity. 

But remember! AJ] this means constant effort, constant vigilance, 
and, above all, constant giving. Last year we spent £5,000 more than we 
received from contributions, legacies, and dividends combined. To-day 
we are faced with a deficit of over £21,000. | 

Now I recollect, and 1 think most of the community recollect, the 
year 1921, when it seemed that nothing could sayo the Board from closing 
its doors; a really bad winter of unemployment will make our plight 
almost, if not quite, as bad as it was then, and all the experts are 
prophesying a really bad winter. The Jewish community did not fail 
their poor in 1921: 1 know they will not fail them now. No Jew will or 
ean fail or falter in his charity in this solemn season.

Obituary. 
RABBI Dr. FELIX COBLENZ (Berlin). 
The death has occurred in Berlin after an illness of only two days, 


ia big 59th year, of Rabbi Dr. Felix Coblenz, Minister of tio Borlin Jewish 


Reform Community. The deceased officiated for many years as Rabbi 
in Bielefeld (Westphalia), where he inaugurated the Sunday services. 
About five years. ago Dr. Coblenz was appointed to the Berlin Reform 
Congregation, where he was highly esteemed, both for his oratorical 
powers and for his unceasing labours on behalf of his community. The 
funeral was on Thursday of last week. Rabbi Dr. Jelski delivered the 
sermon, and the deceased was laid to rest in the cemetery in the 


Dr. J. THEODOR. 


The death occurred last week, in Berlin, of. Dr. Julius (Judah) 
Theodor, one of the chief modern authorities in Rabbinics. 
He was born at Schmaleningken, in East Prussia, in 1849, and 
studied philosophy and oriental literature at the University 
of Breslau, pursuing his studies in Rabbinics at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in that city. He received his diploma ag 
Rabbi at Breslau, and his Doctorate in 1876 from the University 
of Koenigsberg, and subsequently became Assistant Rabbi at Bromberg. 
He afterwards occupied the position of Rabbi in Posen. In 1890 he visited 
London, Oxford, and Paris, where he made an extensive examination of 
Midrashic manuscripts in the various libraries of those cities. He waa - 
. author of various works, mainly upon the Midrasb,in which his authority 
was universally recognised. 


The Russian Revolutionary Zundelevitch (says the Jewish World) 
passed away in London a few days ago. He was one of the creators of 
the Nihilist Movement against T om in the early ’seventies. Belong- 
ing to the “Tchaikovsky Circle,” he became an intimate friend of 
Kropotkin, Stepniak, and Vera Zasoulitch, to mention only one or two 
names of the remarkable members of that organisation. Throughout 
the ten years before 1880, Zundelevitch was one of the most persistent 
workers in the dangerous task of introducing into Russia prohibited 
literature and assisting ‘‘ politicals ” to get across the frontiers and escape. 
He was remarkably successful in this latter occupation, and many 
Russian writers and propagandists owed their lives and their freedom to 
him. The deceased established an independent revolutionary paper, 
With its own secret printing press, and also a Socialist press for pamphlets 
in Yiddish. In 1879 he was arrested by the Tsarist police and spent 


many years in captivity in Siberia, till the ‘“ Amnesty ” of 1905, when he © 


was allowed to return to Russia. He was a persistent opponent of the 
doctrines of Kar] Marx, and, therefore, had to flee from Russia when the 
Bolshevist régime became predominant, He was, personally, a quiet and 
kindly man of wide knowledge, and his disposition was a peculiarly

THE FIRST JEWISH “V.C." 
On Sunday, tablets in memory of the members of the Spanish and 


Lauderdale Road and Bevis Marks Synagogues by Sir Francis Monteflore. 
The proceedings, which were identical in each case, were attended by a 
large number of members, including several relatives of the fallen. A 
brief service was conducted by the Rev. D. B. de Mesquita, assisted by 
the Revs. Joseph G. de Mesquita and Aaron Nunes Vaz. 

Sir FRANCIS MONTEFIORE, speaking at Lauderdale Road, said that 
throughout the world there were two strong sentiments which always 
drew together all loyal and patriotic Englishmen, however greatly they 
differed on other matters. They were, first, admiration for the bravery 
and exploits of their army in the war, and the determination to render 
honour where honour was due. In the name of those two sentiments 
they were gathered together to unveil a war memorial to those gallant 
members of their congregation who died for King and Country during the 
late war, whenso many brave wen bled and died to repulse the forces of 
barbarism and savagery. The names on the memorial included many well- 
known me wbers of the congregation, beloved and honoured not merely in 
their owa congregation but far outside. It would be interesting to trace 
the history of their life-work, and especially their exploitsin the war. I6

D. B. DE MEsQuiTA delivered the following address: B 
the unveiling of this memorial tablet our thoughts are carried back 
that day, nine years ago, when England sprang to arms in vindication 
those high and sacred ideals, liberty and right, justice, and good faith: 
among nations. We recall the ever-growing demand for men and the 
response that was made by the best of the country’s manhood; and ig 
devotion, in loyalty, in eagerness, there was nothing that differentiated 
our Jewish brethren from their fellow-citizens of other creeds. We recalf, 
too, that it was their devotion to duty, their gallantry and heroism that 
helped safeguard the shores and the soil of this, our blessed land, for ug 
and for the generations yet to come. The evil that threatened us was, 
turned away ; even when danger was greatest and nearest Thou, O Lord} — 
didst send us Thy deliverance. For this, Almighty God, we give Thea 
thanks; for this, we renew our homage to those sons of this holy 
congregation who made the great, the last sacrifice, that we 
might enjoy, free from menace and peril, the blessings of liberty 
and peace. This tablet preserves their names, our hearts enshrine th 
memories, for they were men who served a sacred cause in truth and 
uprightness, men who, for their high motives, their simple faith, the 
unshaken endurance and undaunted courage, won our admiration, o 
reverence, our undying gratitude. Their spirits dwell with Thee, 0 Lord} 
in Whose hands are the spirits of all flesh. Keep them, we pray Thee, ig 
perfect rest, beneath the sheltering wings of Thy divine love. Grant 
those who lost their loved ones Thy unfailing comfort and strength; leb 
it be to them a source of true consolation that sons and husbands, fathers 
and brothers, bore themselves bravely as Jews and as Englishmen, 
ylelding their lives, with all their bright hope and promise, in defence of 
their country and of its good name and fame. And grant us in Thy 
loving-kindness that the sacrifice of those precious lives was not in vain, 
but that the day may dawn at last which shall see the consummation of 
the great ends for which they fought and died, the supremacy of right 
over might, and the inviolate sacredness of a nation’s faith and pledge. 
On that day will truth, justice, humanity, and all that Thou holdest 
sacred, sway the earth, and the spirit of true brotherhood unite all man;

My DEAR COUSIN, 


Who has not heard of Kol Nidre? Who has not been moved by its — 


haunting melody? Jews whose interest in their faith is of the slenderest 
would regard it as nothing short of a calamity if they came too late to hear 
it recited. It is generally regarded with awe. It impresses the least 
impressionable of worshippers. Its tune has become classical. The 
ghrill crescendo which comes with NiInw53 4y, the staccato notes in 
and the cry of triumph at the end x5—who 
that has heard them once can ever forget their magic? 

Yet Kol Nidre is not a prayer. It is, as.a writer in the Jewish Chronicle 
pointed out a couple of years ago, his contribution resulting in an animated 
diseussion in these columns, a legal statement—adeclaration—-making void 
vows. Though it tins hada placoin the Atonement liturgy for several 


centuties, there was a time when it was unknown, The Jewish colleges | 


in Babylon were unacquainted with it; in the ninth century Jewish 
authorities were divided as to its adoption, Rabbi Paltoi Gaon being in 
faveur, and five other Geonim against. Rabbenu Aniram in his famous 
Sidaur calls the recitation of Kol Nidre a stupid custom, MMW IAW. 
| Rabbenu Tam, Rashi’s grandson, who diedin 1171, was somewhat puzzled 
by the formula. He retained it, but altered part of the wording. In his 
day the statement referred to the past year—from the last Day of 
Atonement to this; Rabbenu Tam changed the reference to the coming 
year—“ from this Day of Atonement unto the next Day of Atonement.” 
There is thus a certain anomaly in the statement as it stands at present. 
The Chazan, in the name of the congregation, says in effect: we declare 
void all vows which we have taken from this to next Yom Kippur. 


Much might be adduced in support of the proposition to omit Kol Nidre 
from the Liturgy. But whatever the arguments that could be put 
forward, they would be outweighed by two considerations. One is the 
melody ; the other refers to the circumstances in which the formula first 
came to be recited. | 


There is a magic in the melody which seizes on the mind and often 


bririgs tears to the eyes. Let the words be what they may, the music it 


is that matters. It would be a sin against religious edification to abolish 
the Kol Nidre melody, which has moved Jews in synagogues and Gentiles 
in concert halls.. Two thousand yeats of a people's sufferings express 
themeelves in those plaintive notes. 


; What is the origin of Kol Nidre? The bestauthoritiesare agreed that 
it arose in Spain in the seventh century. When the so-called Barbarian | 


- peoples’ set up kingdoms on the old Roman Empire, for a time they 
interfered little with the populations of those kingdoms. The break with 
this good-natured policy came in Spain when the Visigoths became 
Roman Catholics, King Reccared changed his faith in the year 586, and 


a time.of ctuel oppression began for his Jewish subjects. Anti-Jewish | 


legislation on a vast scale made its appearance in the Iberian Peninstta, 
and’ among other things Jews were forced to sign documents abjaring 
their faith. These documents have now been published, and it is 
not difficult to realise the mental suffering of the wretched victims. 


Ther Church extracted a promise from them to sever themselves from 


theie religion. It was a promise obtained by force and threats; what 
wasits value? But in the estimation of the Jew, a promise is a promise. 
The hearts of these Christianised Jows yearned for religious intercourse 
with their brethren, and a formula was evotvedtetighten the burden of 
their souls by absolving them of their promises to Mother Church. The

DIN Paw Mrvay 


The underlying idea of Kol Nidre is thus plain. Im-the haste and: | 


thonghtlessness of every-day, the Jew may perhaps take upon himself 


some religious duty, or bind himself to abstain from certain pleasures» 
So sacred is the Jew’s word in all matters, that mere hastyassertion 
came to be regarded as a vow. In the Jewish view:a vow is no light 
thing; a vow must be scrupulously observed. But Jewish practice: is 
not unreasonable. It may be that after a man has uttered a vow, he 


repents of his rashness. Should not therefore some means be provided 
for him to find peace for his soul? A court of three fellow Jews, men ot 
weight, dignity, and standing, having heard the details‘of his vow, was 


given the right of freeing him. A man whodesired to be absolved from his 
vow had the machinery to hand. But so scrupulous'is the Jew of his 
protnises, far more scrupulous than even the Qaaker, thatat least oncea year 


he provides for the wholesale absolution of vows conscious or unconscious. 
Nay, he goes farther. By means of Kol Nidre he nullifies possible vows 


in @flvance, and begins the Day of Atonement with a feeling of certaiaty: 
that he has been released of the binding power of any rash words he may — 


utter in the coming year. 
‘ol Nidre may be regarded as an eloquent testimony of the sacred. 


_ nets with which the Jow regardsa promise. ‘‘ Whena man voweth «a vow, 


or sweareth an oath to bind his soul with a bond, he shall not break his 
word, he shall do according to all that proceedeth out of his moth.” 
The reference is clearly to a religious promise. Butitis pretty certain 
that a people that is so particular in regard to religious matters not 
be less particular in secular promises. Yet there have not been wanting 
Jew-haters who, in very wickedness, have aconsed the Jews of reciting 
Kol Nidre in order to free themselves from promises of all kinds made to 


Gentiles. Anti-Semites of the type of Eisenmenger were at least honest. 


Eisenmenger would not be led astray by an apostate Jew whose informa- 
tion he characterised as lies. The Jew-hater went very carefully into 
the accusation that Kol Nidreis a Jéwish device to be rid of promises made 
to Gentiles, and he roundly declared his conviction that the remission 
of vows refers to religious vows of a strictly personal character. Anti. 
Senfites might find food for réflection in an illuminating passage.in the 
Talititd in reference to King Zedekiah. That monarch made certain 


promises to Nobichadnezzar. But in due course ‘he obtained absoldtion — 
froméhem. The absolution, the Talmud declares, was illegal and useless 
 becttise the Jewish king had’ not first obtained the consent of the other 


party to the promises, i.e., of Nebuchadnezzar. King Zedekiah, continues 
the’Taimud; thus broké his oath, and albeit he had tried to obtain 
its nullification, great evils came upon him. | 


Such is the Jewish view. Whatis'the Christian view? Medieval 


canon law specifically declares that an oath which is to the detriment of 
the Church is not binding. Priests and monks were allowed to swéar 
falsely before civil judges and tax collectors,;.and others were expressly 
allowed by the laws of the Church to swear’ falsély for them. In the 
yoar 1575 a dignitary of the Catholic Church wrote: “ For the punishment 
and‘hatred of a heretic must be réckoned that no believer. should keep 
his word to him.” , 
Tt was in this spisit that. men observed their oaths in those carly 
times. Let an instance or two'suffice. King Baldwin Il was capfured 
by the Mosiems, but he was set free in 1124, after taking @ holy oath that 


he would observe certain agreements. No sooner was he at liberty than 


he broke his word. His case was typical of many others, and tho 
evidence ranges all through the history of Earope, whenever Ohristian 
sovereigns had dealings with non-Christian peoples. In 1444, for example, 
King Ladislas of Hungary and Poland made a treaty of peace with tho 


- ‘Sultan Murad, the former swearing to the agreement on the New 


Testament, the latter on the Koran, The pence was to be for 


_ ten years. Relying on the Christian king's oath, the Sultan 


led His army to the Kastern frontier of his resim. No sooner wits te gone 
tham Pope Bugeniws urged the King of Poland and: Hungary to break his 
oath, promising him absolution.

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The Temporary Shelter 


TWO PRESENTATIONS. 


The general meeting of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held on 
Sunday at the Institution. 

Mr, OrTro M. SCHIFF who presided, referred to the late President, 
Mr. Hermann Landau, and spoke of his sterling qualities and good ‘work, 
He asked the meeting to rise in honour of his memory. In moving the 
adoption of the report and accounts, the CHAIRMAN apologised fer the 
delay in calling that general meeting. The officiais of the institution had 
been overworked to such an extent through also having the care of the 
Russian dependents, that it was impossible for them to compile before 
‘the necessary figures for the report. He hoped conditions would now 
remain normal. The work of the Shelter had resumed its ord 
routine soon after peace had bee &\ stablished. At the beginning, immi- 
gration to this country was very small in consequence of existing traffic 
difficulties. There had been a fall in numbers iast year. This was due 
to two causes. Firstly, the quota regulations in the United States made 
immigration increasingly diffeult, and he regretted to say that these laws 
were administered absolutely without giving way in the slightest degree, 


great hardships being caused. The other reason was thatthe Atlantic | 


Companies had opened a big hostel for transmigrants at Eastleigh, near 
Southampton. The Shelter was, however, called upon continually te help 
cases.of hardship at Hastleigh, and therefore, although they had less to 
do, their finances had been just as heavily drawn upon. Every con- 
sideration was shown to the transmigrants at that Hostel, Jewish customs 
being considered imevery way. In consequence of the passport regula- 
tions, an Advisory Committee had been formed at the’ Shelter, which was 


kept busy from morning tillnight. They were willing to give any advice © 


on passport matters, immigration to this country, and-everything con- 
nected with immigration and transmigration. Unfortunately, some 


people in the East End had latterly made it a business to go to poor 


le and extort money by telling them that they had some special 


nfluence with the Home Office and ‘coula help them. The Shelter could | 


~doall that work, and were only too anxious to do it, free of charge. They 
received every consideration from the Shipping Companies, as wel as 


from the Government. This was largely«ine tothe zealand tact.of 


offitiais, who deserved ‘their best thanke. Regarding the unfavourable 
financial position of the Iustitution, the Chairman-said that they had met 
made an appeal to the Jéwish public for many years, but he was afraid 
they would soon have to doso. It would be a calamity if the Shelter 
had to shut down any ‘time for lack of funds, as it was the safety valve 
of the community. He thanked ‘the members of the committee, and 


particularly those of the ladies’ committee, for their services. 


The report and balance-sheet were adopted. | 
Mr. F. 8. Spigrs, in moving the election of the hon. officers and com- 
“mittee, said that was one of the only institutions in the community 
‘which had not recently been subjected to severe criticism, and that must 
be a guarantee of its efficiency. He considered that the fact that the 
Shelter was not: having:sormuch to. do was.a matter for sorrow, because 
it showed that fewer of their brethren were able to escape from Russia 
or go to America. The community must find new places of refuge for 

their oppressed brethren.

The following is a summary of the report for the year ended 
October 31st, 1922: 


The special work which the Shelter. had been carrying on for over two years 
on behalf of the Russian Dependants Committee came to an end during the 
year 1922, The mumber of relief cases taken over in 1920 amounted to 607 


women and 1/136 children, who resided all over the metropolis and in some 


provincial towns. Not less than 50,204 payments for adults and 95,962 payments 
rchildren were made through the office of the Shelter. When, in July, 1922, 
‘the Shelter. banded back the administration of the relief to the Local Guardians, 
number of cases in receipt: of relief had been reduced to 86-women and 284 
children. The number of emigrants accommodated atthe Shelter during the 
“year under review was 922, as nst 3,193 in the previous year. The table 
ving the nationalities of emig received at the Shelter shows that during 
She year Lithuania. led the emigration Poland with 
“286, and Latvia with 121. Russia and Ukraine only show 54, which is due, .as 
explained in previous report, tothe difficulty for their nationals to obtain permits

Vegetable Soup. 


Two large carrots. Milk, one pint. 
Sago, 8 b 


‘wo large turnips. tablespoon uls, 
T wo large onions. Chopped 


GRATE the vegetables, or put them through the finest cutter of the 
‘mincing machine ; then place them in a stewpan with the stock or water. 
Add seasoning to taste, and simmer gently until they are quite tender 
{about one hour), Then stir in the milk and bring to the boil. Sprinkde 
in the sago and boil until the sago is quite clear, keeping it well stirred 

Before serving, add a little chopped parsley.

to leave their countries. Of the total number of emigrants who stayedatthe = 


Shelter during the year, 892 have been accounted for as to their ultimate 
destinations, and 30, or about 34 per cent., had not decided as to their final 
objective when leaving the Institution. 790, or 87 per cent., of the total number 
of emigrants, stayed in the Shelter for seven days or less; 49, or 54 per cent., 
for fourteen days or less, and only 83 remained in the Institution for various 
periods over fourteen days until they were in a. ion to continue their 
arneys to their final destinations. The number of meals distributed during 
the year was 57,436 or a daily average of about 157 meals. On the Ist of March, 
1922, Mr. A. Mundy, the Secretary, completed his twenty-fifth year of service 
with the Institution. Regardiess of his own heallhand comfort, Mr. Mundy is 
worthily carrying on the tradition laid dowa by his former chief, the late Presi- 
dent, Mr. Hermann Landau. The Advisory Bureau that was opened in the 
‘Bhelter over a year ago for the purpose of giving information on the latest pass- 
port and emigration regulations, has been fully utilised by the public. As.many 
as 200 personal enquiries are still made-every week, besides those that arrive at 
the Institution by post. The Committee again desire to place on record their 
indebtedness to fhe proprietors of the Jewish Chronicle, the Jewish Kapress, and 
Jewish Times, for theic kindness in placing their respective journals at the 
disposal of the Shelter for the free insertion of the lists of enquiries that are 
received by the Institution from abroad for the tracing of missing relahves. 
The Committee are pleased io report that this special work has been attended 
with continued success since its inception in 1915. Attention hae been drawn 
in the last report to the overdraft at the bank of £930, with which the Shelter 
ended its last year’s work. ‘The Committee exceedingly regret to have to 
point out that the overdraft at the endof this year has more than doubled, 
somely to £1,980, and if the good work done by the Shelter is to be main- 
ined on present lines, strong support by the community is needed.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH

HE wheels of destiny ara not all big wheols. .Thore ard 
small cogs which play just as important a part in the 
revolving of the machine.

LITHUANIANS OVERSEAS.

“Lately,” said Mr. Komaiko, “ disquicting reports reached us as to a 
leas favourable disposition towards the Jewish population, and I deter- 
mined to go to Lithuania to examine the situation. I received a very 
cordial send-off from the Lithuanians in Chicago, and I have no doubt 
that the references to myself which appeared in the Lithuanian Press in 
Chicago paved the way to acordial reception on the other side. Professor 
Malianski, Professor of Political Economy at Kovno University, intro. 
duced me to the President, who received me on the 25th of July. [ said 
to the President: ‘I bring you greetings from the Lithuanians across the 
ecean. As true citizens of the United States they have become a useful 
element, and have learnt how to appreciate the meaning of genuine 
democracy. They express the hope that the new ropublic, the land 
where they were cradled, will prosper in its economic and political life, 
America has sacrificed her sons for the liberation of the small nations 
without any compensation, only with the expectation that the majorities 
in the newly-formed republics will treat the minorities with love and a 
spirit of true brotherhood. Lithuania has suffered and gone through

Je ewish questions, and to ignore the general political questions that come

Among the many sins for which we ask forgiveness on the holy Dav 
of Atonement, one is slander. It is distinctly specified in that series of 
confessions that we voice at different stages of the Yom Kippur Service. 
Do not regard this failing as of secondary import. Slander is one of the 
Cardinal sins. [ts condemnation is one of the Ten Commandments: 
“Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour.” Slander 
involves a whole congeries of human frailties; lying and deception, hate

The characters of our acquaintances are in our bands. Our words 
make or mar them. Sinister suggestion may irretrievably injure 
the world of commerce. A veiled reference

_ Many who woald not stoop to ruin their fellow-men by & deliberate 
falso statemont of character nevertheless will calumniate them by 
carelossly uttering sweeping generalisations without taking pains to 
investigate their truth. This is not slander of malice, but slander ot 
So many gin in this’ way, condemning in a phrase an entire 


While the war raged some of us were guilty in certain 
loose genoralisations about the Germans, without seeking to find out 
whether we were not exaggerating the truth. Some are still accusing 
them of all sorts of commercial conspiracies of which they may not be 
guilty. The world at large is aimost agreed in condemning the Bolsheviki 
pt Russia. Now, while they have been guilty of many horrible excesses, 
and wanton crueltios have been proved against them, are we quite fair 
in judging them only by.the oxcesses? 
between those sincere among them and those who are more charlatans 
and adventurers? Their theories may be wholly impracticable, but let 
us at least study them -before wo condemn them. What cruelly unfair 
things have been said about the connection of Jews with Bolshevism | 
Let us not distort truth for partisan ends. Let us be fair. Nothing 
§ so worthy as fairness tc an opponent. Justice is more than 
benevolence. Better than granting to another his due in money, is to 
‘grant him his due in honest estimate. If we would pass fair judgment on 
pur fellow-men, we should ‘take into consideration the extenuating cir 
tumstances, and then we might realise the truth of that French adage 
thet “to know allis to.excuse all.” | 
wo can never see the motive behind the deed, our sages bid us “ judge all 
men charitably,” and ever give tuem the banoflt of the doubé.

Despite the order to the contrary issued by the authorities, the 
anti-Semitic students have held their congress at Jassy.

essentia! principles laid down in the constitution and the provisions of the 
treaty of June 28, 1919; and whereas, according to the terms of this treaty, the 


- League of Nations is authorised to repress in Poland any attack on the principles 


of equality, whether of race, language, or religion, agreed to by the Polish 
authorities; this League invites the Government to bring the question of the 
sumerus clausus before the League of Nations in the most forcible and energetic 


fashion, and to request it to take all appropriate and efficacious steps to prevent

report of the “O.R.T.” Assoclation (Society for the Promotion 
of Prades and Agriculture aniong the Jews) for the petiod January, 1920, 

to January, 1923, has just baen issued. : | 
Following the, realisation that without help from abroad economic 
regeneration and reconstruction in Bastern Europe wodld ba impossible, 
several members of the Central Committee of the “O.R.T.” proceeded to 
Western Europe in order tosecure assistance from West Buropean Jewry 
in the work. Tho Delegation succeeded in organising a Central Board in 
Westera Europe. The Central Board is elected by a large number of 
*@O."%.T.” Committees both in Westérn Europe and in the so-called 
Border States. Considerable tatorest has boon displayed in the work of 
reconstraction by various Jewish Ralief Organisations, which also helped 


thé “O.R.T.” work financially by contributiag very generously to its 


funds. 
The Central Board of the “O.R.T.” distributed among the Jewish 
colenists and individual agriculturists in Russia and in the Ukraine 


1,703 tons of seeds and 11 waggon loads of agricultural implements. 
Centres were formed in several places in the Ukraine from which agri- 


culturists could borrow implements. This assistance, together with the | 


legal help and technical imstraction given, tiffie strengthened the 
material position of scores of thousands of Jewish agriculturists. In 
Poland, Lithuania and Runtaata, 3,300 Jewish agricultural families were 
given loans which enabled them to secure seed, cattle, and land, and to 
rebuild their destroyed houses. Besides this, 1,300 agriculturists were 


agtictltural implements on credit terms. 


Vocational Training. 
The Central Bureau of the “O.R.T.” ftestored in 29 towns and town- 


ships of Poland, Lithuania, Latvia; and Rumania, 54 vocational schools and 


workshops, where on the first of January, 1923, no less thad 1,754 children 
weté trained in handicrafts; 168 boys aud girls were trained in secondary 
tectinieal schoels. In six places training courses were organised for adults, 
and 323 persons atten thom. In five places so-called pitronats tor 
children articled with artisans were formed, and 210 children benefited 
by them. In Sovies Russia and the Ukraine assistance was given by 
thé’“O.R.T." to workshops and vocational schools where about 3,000

Some Impressions. 


[By a University Contributor.) 


If one were asked as to the predominant impression created by the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation's Summer Schoo! at likley, one would 
unbesitatingly refer to itsintense Jewishnese, and its intent upon work 
rather than merely holiday-making. The lectures were all devoted to 
vital sabjectsa—dealing with the living realities of Jewish thought and 
action, and they all commanded attentive audiences. Then, again, the 
school was self-determined and concentrated under one roof—there was 
jess dependence upon others than in Oxford and Cambridge, and there 
was less diversion of movement. 

‘ Then, again, the note of Jewish observance was sounded strongly. 
The services, which were regular and admirably conducted, were carried 
out on strictly traditional lines, and this spirit of traditionalism was all 
the more welcome as it was totally unaccompanied by any partisan 
exclusiveness. TI'wo “Reform” Ministers were among the lecturers, and 
the discussions never shirked the reasonable appreciation of differing 
standpoints. | 

At no Summer School was M2U more punctiliously, and withal ease- 
fully, observed. Nor was the note of Jewish observance identified with 


like sanctimoniousness. One detected the combined influences 


of the Yeshiboth and Modern Academic life and thought, to which Dayan 
Lazarus referred in his interesting interview in last week's Jewish 
Chronicle. If Nationalism was in high favour, criticism of Zionist 
achievement was free and general. There was much co-operation in the 


working of the School. There was community of effort, whether in 


“serving at mess,” or in running a concertor dance, or the men’s evening. 
A pleasing feature was the enterprise of the Editor of the local Press 
and the representative of the Press Agencies (Mr. Harry Hanson). 
His genial personality and lively interest in the proceedings secured for 
him the friendship of the Schoo! as a whole, and he was the recipient of a 
presentation in the form of a copy of the Chief Rabbi’s “Book of Jewish 
Thoughts,” as well as the guest of the School at luncheon, at which he 
was very cordially greeted. The Men's Evening was characterised by 
some exceedingly clever instances of Yiddish wit, Yiddish songs, and 
ap able parody in the Parim spirit of a “Siyyum.” Just as a West- 
minster Play requires some classical scholarship and currency with the 
contemporary thought and life to appreciate it at its fall, some acquaint- 
ance with Talmudic methods were essential to appreciate this very 
typical excursion of the Jewish academic mind. Just as the Men’s 
Evening struck the “Yiddish” note, the Hebrew afternoon sitting 
sounded the note of the Jewish National desires. No gathering was 
more zestful than that which greeted this welcome demonstration of the 
new life of the Hebrew language—one hopes it will become a regular 


feature of 1.U.J.F. proceedings. 


.. It is perhaps on the borderland between work and artistic effort that 
the I.U.J.F. would do well to stvengthen itsendeavours. The Federation 
has many great opportunities in front of it, and in one direction it might 
well cultivate the aim which the Welsh people envisage in their local 
Eisteddfods. Yiddish wit, it is admitted, had its chances at the Men’s 
Evening and in a Yiddish playlet and Derasha, while Hebrew flourished 
on the occasion previously mentioned. But there was room for the 


development of Jewish Art—and much more could be done in the way of © 


music. Apart from the playing of a few Hebrew melodies, there was 
Suly one specifically. Hebrew contribution to the artistic aspect of the 
ewish genius, and that was the singing of some Hebrew songs by some 
Palestinian representatives at the School. Their value lie in the fact 


that they represented Jewish life in the ascendant, not in the decadence. —

be deflected into the rediscovery of some symbolically Jewish choreo-

The Summer School was carried out by the 1.0.J.F. independently. 
It has been the most successful of any of the schools with which it has 
been associated. The letters of greetings received testify to the appreciation 
with which the efforts and aspirations of the Federation have been met. 

Yorkshire is a county which has not the highest reputation for pro- 
Semitising; but it is perhaps a testimony, both to the 1.U.J.F. and to 
the local Yorkshire folk, that a spirit of great cordiality and sympathetic 
interest prevailed throughout, and no slight credit for this must be 
attributed to the Bradford Jewish Ministry and to Mr. Harry Hanson, 
the able and courteous Ilkley journalist. The felicitousness of the gifts 
by the school to the Ilkley local charities, and to “ Mentor’s” collection 
forthe Children’s Country Holiday Fund, was typical of the atmosphere 
of good will predominant, while the illustration of self-help, which the 
members showed in launching the Federation’s Central Fund, will afford

- Dayan LAZARUS delivered an address, taking as his text: Thine 
eyes shall see the King in his beauty; they shall behold a land stretching 
afar” (Isaiah xxxiii, 17). In the course of his remarks, the preacher 
said that gratitude implied thoughtful recognition of achievements 
obtained and of what might further be obtained, with the grace of God, by 
earnest endeavour. It was an appropriate occasion to have had the. 
synagogue deeorated on the eve of the New Year in order to meet the. 
King of Glory. The Jew had to take a long view of “the land stretching 
afar,” he had to look backward and forward. The Jews, being the most 
ancient of nations, retained many recollections of the long road traversed. 
Many details faded and vanished, but those features of the road, experi- 
ences andevents which mattered totbem and to mankind, they handed dewn 
in Bible and History. But though ancient, the Jew moved along withhis 
face towards the future. Even when tho road he was traversing seemed 
impassable, he buoyantly maintained his hopes, aspirations, and ex pegta- 
tions. From afar he saw clearly the distant land, Palestine, as his home, 
even at times when he had no right to abide anywhere. His ideals 
_ ¢earried him into the future, even as the Scrolls were borne before them 
that afternoon on entering the synagogue. The old year was part of the 
traversed road, the new lay still in the future; but seeing the beautiful 


vista. before them—the synagogue as an established centre for study, | 


meditation and benevolence—they could face the future with confidence, 
and expect their labours to produce further good results, The founders 
had not foreseen their achievements as clearly as they were seen that 
day, and the future, the preacher hoped, would have great attainments 
in store for them. Asynagogue wasa nesting-place, where great thoughts 
were engendered. The seeds of light were nourished in the minds and 
hearts of young and old, in the classes and in the synagogue. Dayan 


Lazarus, in conclusion, appealed for the congregation’s support to meet | 


the cost of re-decoration, towards which the Committee alone had already 
eontributed a fifth part, and concluded with a prayer on behalf of the 
congregation, with its spiritual and lay leaders, for King and Country, as 
well as for the speedy restoration of Kretz Yisrael to its ancient glory.

THE EAST LONDON ADVERTISER AND MRS. MODEL. 


We are not surprised (says the Jewish World) to find that the Eas 
London Advertiser (trom whose report of the inquest upon the poor woman 
who contracted puerperal fever at the Jewish Maternity Home we based 
some observations in a recent issue) strongly resents the words Mrs. 
Model has used in regard to our contemporary’s report of the inquest 
proceedings. Our contemporary, with no small justification, says that it 
‘ prides itself” on “ the fairness and reliability of its reports.” 

Por this reason (it continues) we “woe Fewest the imputations which 

been made by Mrs. Alice Model, Hon. etary of the Jewish Maternity 
ome, in a letter she has written to the Jewish Werid. That letter refers to some 
comments which appeared in our contemparary on August l6th, with reference 
to a case which has excited a great deal of interest in the Jewish community. 
The East London Advertiser thus refers to Mrs. Model's statement which 
she made in the course of her letter to the Jewish World, that“ your 
informant” (which as we pointed ont, was our contemporary) “has 
distorted much of what took place,” and it goes on to “challenge ‘the 
lady to point to any material part in eurreport which was in any way 
false or even distorted.” 

Our contemporary (continues the Jewish World) is naturally not con- 
cerned with any difference of opinion that may exist upon this matter — 
between Mrs, Model and ourselves, and so far as we are concerned wea 
endeavoured to express all we feel both of respect and admiration for 
Mrs. Model and her work, and of regret at finding ourselves in any @on- 
troversy with her, Farther, we were careful to note the exeellence of 
the Jewish Maternity Home, and the splendid manner in which generally 
it does its work, But we feel bound to say—and to repeat when Mrs. 
Model virtually challenged us upon the point—that tho faets as detailed 
by. the Coroner were not at all clear, and that, according to Mrs. Model's 
letter to us, the details could not have been properly put before the 
Coroner at the inquiry he held. | 

Upon this point our “informant” observes: | : 

We have no complaint to make against the Jewish Maternity Home, which 
we believe to be an institution which is doing an excelient work in an excellent 
manner. The mistake which has been made seems to be that the evidence of 


certain witnesses, whe could have thrown light on matters which were a trifle 


obscure, was not forthcoming. Mre. Model suggests that this was due to-the 
fact that the Coroner did not think their evidence necessary. Our opinion ig 


that Dr. Guthrie, who is himself a medical man, would have welcomed that 


evidence had it been offered. But this omission should not be made the cxense 
for an ubjust accusation of inaccuracy. 

It seems to us (concludes the Jewish World) from what the East Loudon 
Advertiser has said in regard to the report upon which we based our 
observations, that Mrs. Model must have been seriously misled, and we 
should not be surprised if she acknowlodged that fact. Clearly she would not 
haye written the letter to us she did, had she net thenght that the 
report of the inquest had been “ distorted” and that consequently what — 
we said was based upon wrong information. | a

THE LAND ¢ OF ISRAEL. 
A Holiday in the Judean Hills. 


By PHILIP F. PHILLIPS. 


But ye, O mountains of Israel, ye shall shoot forth your branches, and 
yield your fruit to My people Israel;, for they are at hand to come. For 
behold I am for you, and I will turn unto you, ani ye shall be tilled 
and sown. . . . « (Ezekiel. wervi, v. 8, 9, et seq.).--That this 
prophecy is no vain dream, but a promise capable of realisation, can ba 
made evident to anyone who has the leisure to spend a few days’ holiday 
at Kubébé. This charming spot, situated about five or six miles from 
Jerusalem on the western brow ofthe Judean hills, is the site of Emmaus 
of the New Testament, and as such must not be confused with the 
Emmans of the Maccabees, which is in the foot-hills not far from 
Latrone, a village of some sizo, on the Jerusalem-Ramleh road. 

' There is no road to Kubébé; it is reached by donkey-ride, either 
from Jerusalem or from a point on the Jaffa road just beyond Dilb, which 
is a new and flourishing colony in the heart of the hills. This point is 
reached by motor from Jerusalem in twenty minutes, whence an easy 
ride of an hour and a quarter over the mountains will take the seeker 
after rest to one of the oases of Palestine. Or doing the whole journey 
by donkey the time taken is two and a half to three hours. 

This charming spot is all the more appreciated, placed as it is among 
barren brown hills bearing a crop of nothing but rocks and stones; though 
the trees and verdure round Dilb, coupled with the remains of ancient 
terracing, are an earnest of what the whole district could be made. 

- The modern Kubébé consists of a small Arab village, adjoining which 
is a Franciscan Monastery with a church built on the supposed site of the 
house in which the event recorded in the history of Jesus according to 
St. Luke oceurred. The original church dates from the sixth century, 
bust it was rebuilt by the Crusaders in the twelfth, and has been quite 


recently restored. Above the monastery higher up the hill is the German — 
Hospice, where lodging and entertainment of the best may be had at the 
hands of Pater Miller, who has created this paradise out of the stony — 


hills practically by his unaided efforts. It has taken him twenty years 
todo this, during which time has supervened the war, whenthe Hospice 
was in the occupation of troops, an occupation which, as may be imagined, 
did not help to improve the amenities of the Hospice. 

But what can one say about the charme’of this spot that will convey 
a tenth part of their reality? Imagine yourself, having entered the 
domain, passing through terraced vineyards laden at ‘this season of the 
year with countless grapes, both black and green, then through plantations 
of. cypress and fir up to the Hospice itself. This consists of two impos- 


ing stone buildings, one reserved as a hotel and the second for the sisters 


who do the necessary work, All around these (buildings are groves and 
plantations. There are terraces from which may be obtained views of the 


larger parts of the Plain of Sharon, with the towns of Ramleh, Lydda, and 


Jaffa; while faraway on the northern horizon may be discerned in the 
nisty distance a range of hills:;which one is told is the Carmel. 3 

- On the other side, standing on its separate peak, is the minaret of the 
morque, Nebi Samuel, held sacred°*by the Moslems as the burial place of 
the great prophet of that name. To Jewsitis better known, of course, as 
Ramah. 

“And how,” it may be asked, “does one pass one’s time in this 
romantic spot so far from the beaten track?” And the answer is: by 
doing nothing, except to lie in hammock or comfortable chair under the 
pines and dream of Israel's glorious past, and to reflect how this past 


may be made a still more glorious future, given the right spirit and the 


necessary energy on the part of the Jewish People. 

The thought.occurs to-one, “ Why should not Jews be able to run a 
similar institation on Jewish lines at as moderate prices and as clean as 
that of Pater Miller?” But, alast even were the capital for such an enter- 
prise forthcoming, one doubts the capacity of the individuals of the long 
suffering race to wait the necessary time in order to see an adequate 
return on their capital. And yet, as-a matter of fact, the thing is possible ; 
for right on the top of the same hill is a domain belonging to the 
Franciscans, for sale. This, of course, is already developed, and only 

_ requires to be adapted to the purposes of a hostel in order to become in 
Overy sense as fine an establishment as (the one under review, given, of 
course, the right sort of person to rua it. 

It is only right and fair to Pater Miller to ada that apart from the 
point of view of sentiment Jews lose nothing in a practical way. He 
S8u@Wws every consideration to his Jewish guests, and one well-known 
resident of Jerusalem who goes year afier year to Kubébé takes her own 
co¢king utensils, cutlery, and crockery, etc., and sets up her own kitchen 


_ in part of the house given over to her for that purpose during her stay. 


Other people are provided with special vegetarian diet, so that no Jew. 
need break, in the least degree, the Jewish dietary laws. 

Be this as it may, all Jewish lovers of Palestine who see this beautital 
garden in a seemingly arid district realise in the words of the Prophet 
qupted above that Israelis “at hand tocome” and that if they will not 
mérely be content to pray for the restoration, but will translate prayer into 
effort, the day is not far distant when the “hills shall be tilled and sown.”

The Arab Treaty with Great Britain. 
STATEMENT BY KING HUSSERVS REPRESENTATIVE. 
_ The Falastin, the Palestinian pro-Arab organ, announces that a repre- 
sentative of King-Mosete recent! y made: the following. formal declara- 


tion concerning the proposed treaty between the King of the Hedjaz ana 
Great Britain: 


I have been delegated by His Majesty to explain to you his 
intentions. The draft of the Auglo-Arab Treaty as presented to King 
Hussein has not met with his complete approval. He introduced 
important modifications, including a stipulation for the complete and 
absolute independence of Palestine, in order that the inhabitants of 
Palostino might choose thelr own Government, for the conduct of 
public affairs as they might desire. This modification would leave 
the Balfour Declaration ineffective. 

King Hussein also demands that the Palestine High Commis- 
sioner should announce to you, after the conclusion of the Treaty 
in the presence of the delegate from the Hedjaz, that Palestine is 
completely independent and unconditionally eligible to join the Arab 
confederation of States in fulfilment of British pledges to King 
Hussein. King Hussein instructs me to assure you that ifthe British 
Government does not grant this stipulation he will flatly refuse to 
sign the Anglo-Arab Treaty, 

King Hussein intends to pay a visit hore when the negotiations ‘ 
are ended. If the negotiations are successful, he will consult you as 
to what form of Government you desire. If unsuccessfal, he will 
come to consult you as to what steps are to bo taken, 

I am ordered by King Hussein to say that he regards the Pales- 
tinians as his children, be they Moslems or Christians, or native 
Jews or e-t th who are ready to abandon the Balfour Declaration

Mr. Hermann Conheim, National Treasurer of the American Keren —

Grimsby’s Experience. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§1R,—The revelations set forth in your Jeading note of 31st ult; 
concerning the extortionate prices charged for kasher meat to the Jewish 
community of Glasgow come really as no surprise. This profiteering 
in the sale of kasher meat is prevalent in various Jewish centres, and if 


does not receive apy discouragement whatever from the Board of 
Shechita. 


1] would point out, if I may, that the very same thing occurred im 
Grimsby as at Glasgow. The community were charged on an average 
28. 2d. per pound for its kasher meat, even fat being 1s. 6d. per 
pound. Then, a short while ago, an independent kasher butcher 
shop was set up which soon brought the prices tumbling down. The 
stand now at 10d., 1s., and 1s. 2d., for the best English meat, per pound. 
The former high prices actually drove a good many of the community to 
buy trefah meat, a fact which was strongly dealt with in the course of 4 
sermon from the local pulpit one Sabbath. 

This independent kasher butcher shop, which has proved a boon td 
rich and poor alike, was only set up after a section of the community had 
placed the full facts before, and had appealed to the London Beth Din, 
under whose jurisdiction they come, for some action to be taken whereby 
this evil might be remedied.

Grimsby’s Experience. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


81n,—The revelations set forth in your leading note of 31st ulé,; 
concerning the extortionate prices charged for kashcr meat to the Jewish 
community of Glasgow come really as no surprise. This profiteering 
in the sale of kasher meat is prevalent in various Jewish centres, and if 


does not receive apy discouragement whatever from the Board of 
Bhechita. 


_T would point out, if I may, that the very same thing occurred im 
Grimsby as at Glasgow. The community were charged on an average 
2g. 2d. per pound for its kasher meat, even fat being 1s. 6d. per 
pound. Then, a short while ago, an independent Aasher butcher 
shop was set up which soon brought the prices tumbling down. They 
stand now at 10d., 1s., and 1s. 2d., for the best English meat, per pound. 
The former high prices actually drove a good many of the community 0 
buy ‘refah meat, a fact which was strong!y dealt with in the course of & 
sermon from the local pulpit one Sabbath. 

This independent kasher butcher shop, which has proved a boon 6d 
rich and poor alike, was only set up after a section of the community had 
placed the full facts before, and had appealed to the London Beth Dits 
under whose jurisdiction they come, for some action to be taken whereby 
this evil might be remedied.

FILM PLAYS. 
, The New Tivoli. 
The magnificently appointed New Tivoli Kinema was opened on 


Thursday of last week. There was the usual “ first night” applause as 


the prominent celebrities of the theatrical and film world wotered the 
building, which was packed to overflowing. The Generai Manager, 
Mr. Vivian Van Damm, is to be congratulated upon the programme 
he arranged for the opening night. The first item was an excellent 
rendering of the National Anthem by Madame Kirkby Lunn. Then followed 
a humorous picture entitled “Peg o’ the Movies,” featuring the three-years- 
old comedienne, Baby Peggy. There was another picture of exceptional 
meritin which theglories of salmon fishing were portrayed.
